Half Of Set Issued. October 10, 
Remaining Stamps Out October 13 


A most unique situation developed for the first day of issue 


of the Zanzibar set for the 75th a

According to a report from Zanzibar that 


was even sooner than the stamps were expected since because of 


continued delays in transit, it was 


November 1 at the earliest. 
Zanzibar is a British Protector- 
ate consisting of a group of islands 
off the East Coast of Africa in the 
Indian Ocean of which the is- 
land: of Zanzibar and Pemba are 
the largest and principal ones. 

Dealers who had first day cov- 
ers to prepare and stamps to buy 
for clients all over the world 
were resigned to the November Il 
date. So when on the evening 
of October 9 the news was re- 
leased that the 30c and 50c de- 
nominations would be sold on the 
next day, October 10, most of 
them had to rush preparations. 

On October 12, the remaining 
two stamps of the series, the 20c 
and 1 shilling, arrived. It 
announced at once that the fol- 
lowing day, October 13, would be 
the first day of issue for those. 

Dealers were caught flat-flooted 
since most of their cacheted en- 
velopes for the first day of issue 
had been used on the 10th for the 
80c and 50c stamps. 

First day covers, therefore, of 
the 20c and 1/- denominations, 
will probably be quite scarce 

At nearly all post 
throughout the country, the win- 
dow clerks were greeted with 
long lines of eager purchasers. 

In some places, the facilities 
prepared for the expected rush 
were not adequate, postmasters 
having to improvise more of them 
in a hurry. 

Argentina which had some time 
ago announced a first day of No- 
vember 17 for its 25c UPU stamp, 
changed the date at the last min- 
ute to November 19. 

The stamp itself will rank in 
the extra select top group of well 
designed and beautiful stamps. 
The design is keynoted with dig- 
nity and simplicity in a_ well 
blended combination of classic 
and modern presentation. 

Iran, or Persia if you prefer it 
that way, will issue a UPU set 
which is due for release in the 
very near future. Other than the 
fact that the set is contemplated 
nothing further is known of the 
number and value of the stamps 
or of the designs which will be 
carried. 

In checking through the list of 
the major stamp issuing coun- 
tries of the world only about 21 
of them have so far not indicated 
one way or another whether they 
Would issue stamps for the UPU 
anniversary, a 
New Zealand has stated that it 
Will not produce an issue. In this 
Instance, it is hoped that tie fov- 
ernment there will reverse its de- 
Cision.

los Finlay of Cuba and Dr. Wal- 
ter Reed (5c Scientists of the 
Famous Americans) of the United 
States Army. 

Just ten days after her second 
infection, on August 14, 1901, she 
died of yellow fever, yet her 
death furnished scientists with 
the clues which helped to wipe 
yellow fever off the face of the 
earth. 

It helped make the building of 
the Panama Canal possible in a 
territory where the _ disease 
abounded. 

Nurse Maass was buried with 
full military honors. In the in- 
tervening years she was forgot- 
ten. 

Here is a_ project which is 
worthy of consideration by every 
collector, non-collector and stamp 
club of the United States. Favor- 
able letters to the Postmaster 
General would help the promo- 
tion a lot. 


H. M. K. has sent an unusual 
item which just goes to show you 
how stamps get around. 

In July 1864, the steamer 
Electric Spark, conveying the 
United States Mail from New 
York to New Orleans was cap- 
tured by the armed cruiser, The 
Florida, commissioned by the 
Confederate States of America. 

Part of the cargo consisting of 
U. S. postage stamps with a face 
value of $10,500 was appropriated 
by Richard Taylor, paymaster of 
the vessel. Taylor at the end of 
the war sold the stamps at half 
face to Alfred Woods of Liver- 
pool, England who then consigned 
them to Bond & MacArthur, Tor- 
onto Commission Merchants. 

The United States claimec the 
stamps through an action in the 
Canadian Courts and in due time 
the stamps were turned over to 
the United States. 

Wonder if any of the perfs were 
nibbed, or the margins of the 
sheets dented! 


Today one can buy a packaged 
dinner that contains the delicacies 
of a certain part of the country, 
and which requires little else than 
heating for the serving of it. 
Southern fried chicken, sea food 
dinners or special dishes from 
well known restaurants or inns 
are available through the mail, 
and are put up on request to serve 
the number of persons designated 
by the host-to-be. 

As is to be expected, these 
meals put a healthy dent in the 
contents of the average pay en- 
velope. 

What is not kno-rn generally 
is the fact that this is not a new 
idea or business. 

Back in 1914, a Sarah Mitchell 
of Durham, Maine prepared a 
cooked dinner of chicken, plum 
pudding, gravy, hard sauce, mince 
pie, pumpkin pie and vegetables 
which could be delivered any- 
where by parcel post. 

She started with a modest ad 
in a local newspaper but was 
soon sending her meals to many 
cities in the East.

and see the country, Austria will 
give you 26 Schillings for your 
dollar. Should you plan to do some 
trading, you will be allowed 21.36 
Schillings for each one of your 
dollars. 
And if you plan to do some im- 
porting your spending power is 
even less yet for the allowance is 
14.4 Schillings to one United 
States “iron man.”

Postal Cancellations 
Intrigues Club Members 


Many members of stamp socie- 
ties are “cancellation conscious,” | 
and the study of cancellations 
and other postal markings are as | 
much a part of Philately as the| 
study of stamps themselves. 

In times like’ these, when 
stamps are being issued in great 
numbers, the collecting and study | 
of postal markings provides an 
outlet for many collectors who 
are unable to cope with such a 
flood of stamps. The sources of 
material for such a study are un- 
limited and inexpensive. 

A chapter of the U. S. Twen- 
tieth Century Postal Cancellation 
Society was organized in Chicago 
in October, 1947. It grew from a| 
membership of 5 in 1947 to a 
membership of approximately 30 
at the present time. 

In the Chicago Philatelic Socie- 
ty show of 1948, a section of the 
Exhibits was devoted to cancella- 
tions. It was an interesting and 
much talked about exhibit. It 
was something new in shows—a 
special section for postal cancella- 
tions and markings on covers and 
stamps. Now the Society is fre- 
quently asked to show and talk 
about cancellations by various 
clubs in Chicago.

“1949 National Postage Stamp 
Show” where we experienced a 
tremendous attendance the first 
day, still bigger the second day 
and still more on the third and 
final day. 

Thousands upon thousands of 
stamp enthusiasts kept coming in 
with machine gun _ regularity 
spending thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars for stamps and 
philatelic accessories 

As usual the requests for plate 
numbers were plentiful. One out 
of every four sales centered 
around the 10c and 15c UPU Air 
Mails. It was only natural that 
the famous Palomars 23888 and 
23889 besides the Harlan Fiske 
Stone plates headed most every 
want list. It was only natural 
that they still headed those same 
want lists after the show was 
over. 

I gained great satisfaction not 
only from this show but also from 
that other big show of last month 
the Stamp Collectors Jamboree 
at the Hotel McAlpin also in New 
York City. My satisfaction was 
obtained from the fact that of the 
thousands of people who spoke 
with me the majority wholeheart- 
edly agreed with the principles as 
outlined in this column. 

Add to these thousands all of 
those who met and spoke with 
me at Boston and Newark and 
the untold numbers cross-country 
and you will have a pretty good 
idea as to what our dissenters 
have to buck when they endeavor 
to convince us that we are on the 
wrong track. 

Unsolicited opinions from a 
good many substantiated my 
greatest war cry that one position 
of the same plate number could 
be tougher to acquire than the 
other positions of the same plate 
number. Many of these position 
collectors were thankful that they 
obtained their positions when 
they were available rather 
than to wait when one or more 
positions of the same plate num- 
ber would prove to be difficult to 
get. 

Frankly I believe it is ridicu- 
lous and in fact not the least bit 
helpful when anyone even tries to 
convince another collector that all 
positions of the same plate num- 
ber are equal in value, 

To be sure when a single im- 
pression of a plate is made then 
one of all positions is there and 
appears on the original sheet but 
the sheet is then divided 
panes suitable for retail purposes. 
Thus all of the positions are sep- 
arated from one another and the 
chances are they are dispersed to 
the four corners of our country. 

I don’t want to give the impres- 
sion that it is not possible for all 
positions of the same plate to 
show up in one place. This has 
occured here, in New York City, 
and other large cities but New 
York City is not the whole of the 
United States and there are still 
more position collectors and plen- 
ty of them, all over the country 
who seldom are fortunate in ob- 
taining their complete positions in 





or around their local sphere. 
These collectors still are the bulk 
and majority of our plate collec- 
tors and they have found it some- 
what a test to fill in their position 
needs. 

How can those peop! who dis- 
agree with us account for the fact 
that certain positions of plates 
23892 and 23893, of the Stune is- 
sue, still remain elusive and that 
want list after want list still calls 
for them. After all were there 
not an equal amount of the four 
positions present when the origin- 
al sheets came off the press? 

If as these people argue that all 
positions are equal in value, then 
where .e those certain positions 
that most everyone needs? After 
all we all admit that an equal 
amount of all the positions of the 
same plate number were printed. 

Now I am going to give those 
dissidents something to mull over.

The stamps this collector refers 
to are Scott numbers 525, 526, 
529, 531, 532, 535 and 536. Scott 
states that the offset printed 
stamps are lithographed stamps 
but does not tell very clearly how 
an amateur might best distinguish 
these stamps from other stamps. 

One with much experience in 
handling these stamps can usual- 
ly do so by appearance, color and 
tone of the printing but now and 
then a copy comes along that is 
a bit difficult to classify in this 
manner and then the old and reg- 
ular rule that should readily show 
the difference between an offset 
printed stamp and an engraved 
stamp must be applied 





All United States Stamps with 
the exception of the numbers 
given and with the exception of 
the flags pictured on the Flag 
Series are printed from engraved 
plates. Fine quality engraving 
can always be told by the ink on 
the picture. 

An engraved plate is made by 
cutting the design, or impressing 
the design into the plate. This 
leaves the surface smooth, but 
the design is cut into or sunk into 
the plate so that when the ink 
is rubbed on to the plate the ink 
goes into the recess. 

Before taking a print, the plate 
is then wiped off to clean the 
surface as thoroughly as possible. 
This leaves ink in the sunken \ or

that the stamp is engraved. 

This rule is being upset how- 
ever by some of the more modern 
forms of printing, such as some 
of the Italian Colonies which are 
by a process more similar to en- 
graving than is lithography. 

As for a lithographed stamp, 
these are printed from a plate 
that is absolutely flat and smooth. 
The design to be printed is trans- 
ferred to the plate or stone and 
when inked, this design takes the 
ink because the plate has been 
treated in such manner that 
will stick only to the design and 
not to other parts of the plate 
or stone. 

Then when an impression is 
taken this ink transfers to the 
paper in an absolutely flat print 
which does not stand up on the} 
surface of the paper as do the en- 
graved printings and if you hold 
a lithographed stamp level with: 
your eye and squint across the 
surface of the paper you will note 
that the entire surface is flat. 
There is no indication of the ink 
standing up on the paper and no 
amount of magnifying this stamp 
would show any other way. 

This may seem like a rather 
lengthy description but is a sure 
and sound way to pick the offset 
stamps in these numbers as given.
